The  latest  video,  released  Feb.  3,  is  one 
more  part  of  a  multi-state,  hidden-camera 
investigation  by  Live  Action  at  Planned 
Parenthood  clinics  last  summer.  Two 
Planned  Parenthood  workers  at  separate 
clinics  in  Indiana  lost  their  jobs  in 
December  after  video  showed  them  cover¬ 
ing  up  alleged  child  sexual  abuse.

The  latest  video  report  by  Live  Action,  a 
California-based  organization  led  by  pro¬ 
life  college  students,  shows  a  nurse  at  a 
Planned  Parenthood  clinic  in  Tucson,  A z., 
telling  a  supposed  15-year-old  pregnant 
girl  she  should  not  bring  her  adult 
boyfriend  to  a  judicial  hearing  to  waive 
parental  consent  rights  for  an  abortion. 

"Is  he  not  a  minor?"  the  nurse  asks  the 
15-year-old.  When  a  friend  accompany¬ 
ing  the  girl  tells  the  nurse  the  father  of 
the  child  is  27,  the  nurse  says  of  a  hear¬ 
ing,  "I  wouldn't  take  him  with  me,  no.  I 
mean,  don't  take  him." 

The  15-year-old  actually  is  Jackie 
Stollar,  a  member  of  Live  Action,  and  the 


paign  in  her  honor  may  be  "great  the¬ 
ater"  but  does  nothing  to  diminish  her 
pro-life  convictions. 

After  Republican  Sen.  John  McCain 
named  the  governor  as  his  vice  presidential 
running  mate  in  September,  an  e-mail  effort 
seeking  donations  to  Planned  Parenthood 
"in  honor  of  Sarah  Palin"  spread. 

Pro-abortion  advocates  expressed 
strong  opposition  to  Palin's  candidacy 
because  of  her  opposition  to  abortion. 
The  fundraising  effort  resulted  in  more 
than  one  million  dollars  in  donations  to 
the  country's  leading  abortion  provider, 
a  Planned  Parenthood  official  told  the 
Anchorage  Daily  News. 

"I  have  boxes  of  thank  you  notes  from 
people  associated  with  Planned 


Parenthood  thanking  me  for  the  dona¬ 
tions,"  Palin  said  at  a  Feb.  11  news  con¬ 
ference,  according  to  the  Daily  News. 
"It's  political  theater  —  it's  great  theater

In  a  written  statement  released  later, 
Palin  said,  "Making  donations  to  Planned 
Parenthood  in  my  name  might  be  interest¬ 
ing  theater  in  these  politically  charged 
times,  but  it  is  not  going  to  change  my 
views  or  the  views  of  many  other  Alaskans 
who  believe  every  life  is  precious." 

Planned  Parenthood  also  promoted  a 
Christmas  gift  card  campaign  last  year 
that  enabled  holders  of  the  gift  cards  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  group's  "health 
services,"  and  it  has  offeree!  to  accept 
donations  for  abortions  targeted  specifi¬ 
cally  at  African-American  babies. 

Planned  Parenthood's  founder, 
Margaret  Sanger,  was  a  supporter  of 
eugenics  (selective  breeding)  for  humans 
and  a  racist  "We  do  not  want  word  to  go 
out  that  we  want  to  exterminate  tne 
Negro  population,"  she  wrote  in  1939.  * 

Planned  Parenthood  Federation  of 
America's  affiliates  performed  nearly 
290,000  abortions  in  2006,  the  latest  year 
for  which  statistics  are  available.
